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School Economy Is 


Now a ‘Dead Duck’ 


State school superintendent, Dr. M. D. 
Collins, must be all smiles and “attaboys” 
today. 

He must be especially happy with the 
State Senate, which yesterday killed the 
last of the school economy bills that 
might have resulted in considerable sav- 
ings to the taxpayers—savings that could 
have been routed into real education for 
Georgia boys and girls. 

The proposal would have allowed the 
State Board of Education to hire a fiscal 
officer to advise it on money matters. He 
might have been able, for instance, to 
bring some sense into the present highly 
complicated and impossible methods of 
school financing. 

Georgia has 159 counties. As far as we 
are able to determine there are 159 for- 
mulas for dispensing state funds to county 
schools. How big a role politics plays in 
these formulas, the public can only guess. 
But one fact is certainly apparent. Econ- 
omy—unless it be the penalizing of the 
larger counties—plays little or no part 
in it. 

The State Education Department, 
backed by the politically powerful Geor- 
gia Education Association and other 
school groups, has fought and killed every 
economy measure of any consequence af- 
fecting the schools. And yet these same 
people are present, with outstretched 
hands, still begging for more money. 

The school people have resisted meas- 
ures to make it possible to adequately fi- 
mance schools. Costly duplications, fail- 
ure to accomplish consolidations of school 
districts, failure to bring some economy 
into the transportation setup—all these 
and many more are the educational in- 
dulgences that are adding up to downright 
waste and extravagance. 

The school people, headed by Dr. Col- 
lins, should take another look at them- 
selves. Georgians are beginning to see 
through the pious “we can do no wrong” 

ttitude they always adopt except when 
they want more money. 

In the long run, Georgia’s children are 
the real sufferers from this refusal to face 
all the facts of the state’s educational 
problems.

Henry Adams’ Birthday 


Brings Reminiscences 


Today is the birthday of one of our 
great thinkers, historians, philosophers 
and national figures—Henry Adams. He 
was a great-grandson of John Adams, 
grandson of John Quincy Adams and 
son of Charles Francis Adams. 

Henry Adams was born Feb. 16, 1841. 
As a young man he went with his father, 
ambassador to Great Britain, and served 
as his'secretary during the critical diplo- 
matic years of the War Between the 
States. He lived into Woodrow Wilson’s 
second term and saw the start of the 
first great World War. He died, “without 
pain or debility,” on March 27, 1918. 

He was an almost intensely “civilized” 
man, equally at home abroad as in New 
England. All members of the magnificent 
Adams family left their mark on their 
country. In a very real way Henry

Adams continues to exert more than the 
others, though he attained to no political 
stature whatever. 

Finally, an unusually talented Atlanta 
woman, Elizabeth Stevenson, has re- 
cently published what is a best-selling 
biography of Henry Adams. We recom- 
mend it most enthusiastically.

More Spots on the Sun 
Mean Violent Weather 


There may be a radical change in the 
weather beginning this year according to 


a St. Louis geophysicist, Edward M.

Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, Gov. Averell Harriman of 
New York and Sen. Estes Ke- 
fauver of Tennessee, the other 
leading candidates, are, in con- 
trast, pressing the issue and in- 
truding it into the presidential 
race, 

The President has spoken of this 
question since the University of 
Alabama crisis with great caution. 
He has taken the position that the 
fulfillment of the Supreme Court's 
school desegregation order is still 
before the courts and that aggres- 
sive federal action now can only 
inflame and retard progress to- 
ward racial equality. 

Mr. Stevenson has taken the 
same position, and meanwhile ap- 
pealed for patience and unity in 
working toward a gradual solution 
of the problem. 

“T can think of no greater dis- 
service to our country,’’ he said in 
a formal statement in Portland 
Sunday, “than to exploit for po- 
litical ends the tensions that have 
followed jin the wake of the Su- 
preme Court decision.” 

Meanwhile, Vice President 
Nixon, in a return to his slashing 
political style after several moder- 
ate speeches, took precisely the 
opposite position in New York 
Monday night. 

He discussed the issue in wholly 
partisan terms before the 70th 
Lincoln Day audience at the Wal- 
dorf Astoria, stating that the 
“Democrats know that their hybrid 
party is helpless and futile in this 
field and will stay that way.”

All the candidates agree with the 
objective of the Supreme Court de- 
cision, but they clearly differ about 
how it should be put into effect. 

Gov. Harriman said Sunday 
“T think the executive branch of 
the federal government should see 
to it that the orders and decisions 
of the Supreme Court are en- 
forced.”’ 

Mr. Stevenson said on the same 
afternoon, “as a practical matter 
we must recognize that punitive 
action by the federal government 
may actually delay the process of 
integration in education.”’ 


Sen. Kefauver has been much 
nearer to Gov. Harriman’s po; 
sition than to Mr. Stevenson's.

‘Pony Express’ 


A driver for a Southern truck 


line leaves Atlanta with a trailer

An Evergreen driver fin- 
ishes the fabrics run to New Or- 
leans and pulls a payload back to 
his base in Mississippi. 

Such is the pattern of a relay 
system, resembling the Pony Ex- 
press of a century ago, by which 
truckers comply with Interstate 
Commerce Commission rules and 
make the best possible use of their 
equipment and drivers. The ICC 
prescribes no more than eight 
hours at the wheel followed by 
eight of rest. 

I had read about the truckers’ 
pony express as it operates up 
North. I asked one in the know 
on Southern trucking if the Dixie 
lines operate the same way. He 
said they do. He cited the Atlanta- 
New Orleans shift as a plan used 


by trucking companies running 
regular schedules over fixed 
routes. 

When the turn - around stint 


would mean more than eight hours 
on the road, the truck line puts 
the driver up at a hotel. 

Carriers who operate long dis- 
tances over unfixed routes are 
likely to use “‘sleeper cabs,’’ with 
a bunk in the compartment behind 
the cab. These trucks carry two 
drivers, one resting while the other 
steers. Some lines use a combina- 
tion ‘of the two systems, according 
to the mileage involved. 

A freight line operating from 
Atlanta to New York City has 
Kingsport, Tenn., and New Mar- 
ket, Va., as “breaking points” en 
route, At New Market, where the 
VMI cadets fought the Yankees at 
the bridge, the truck company 
bought a colonial mansion, re- 
stored it and made it into a rest 
haven for drivers. ‘It's fabulous,”’ 
said my informant, who doubts 
that there is anything else in the 
country quite like the New Market 
relay station on the truckers’ ex- 
press route. 

Once upon a time I had an 
economics professor with a speech 
impediment who talked about ‘‘one 
twuck and two drivers.’’ He was 
referring ‘to the system of more 
than one shift to realize the greater 
profit from high-priced equipment.

I believe that Tubby Walton is naturally the funni- 
est comedian I ever knew. I almost qualify him as an 
amateur, but I’ll leave that stand. Most of the pros are 
helpless without a script and Tubby would be handcuffed 
with one. What comes out of him is totally spontaneous 
and unrehearsed, and sometimes unintentional. 

There was a quiet little function at the Athletic Club the other 
evening and Tubby was there. It wasn’t his party. He was brought 
along merely as a friend of Ed Garlington, who was the host.

honor of Bill Allen of Outdoor Georgia, 
The Constitution’s lovable and esteemed 
mediator with the Great Out-Yonder. 
He was also using the occasion to en- 
gage Bill in a close-quarters debate 
about the merits of field trial and plain 
unpedigreed hunting dogs. 

It is Ed’s contention that a good 
field trial dog is the equivalent of 
a baseball player who hits all his 
home runs in batting practice.

“I got out of that business,’”’ he once said, ‘‘when I found I 
was giving away more meals through the back door than I 
was selling out front.” 

“Ed Garlington and a lot of these boys were in University 
School for Boys about that time,’’ Tubby said. ‘‘I was running my 
own school. I called it Tubby Walton’s Home-Cooked University 
and I picked up a team anywhere I could.-To tell you the truth, 
anybody that played on it didn’t have right good sense. We 
didn’t have much of anything but chittlin’s. Up Nawth, that’s 
courage, son. 

“Our main opponent was the Federal Penitentiary team. One 
day they offered us a chicken dinner apiece to come out and play 
their football team. Now they must not have been feeding them 
boys very good at University School, for when I told Ed I needed 
some boys to play for chicken dinners, he asked me how many 
I wanted. 

“Anyway, we got our team together and went out to the 
pen to play. Ed played quarterback and he got away on a long 
run for a touchdown. Some long, tall Negro prisoner stood up 
in the stands and hollered: 

‘““*De Lawd knows, if I coulda run like that I wouldn’t be 
heah now!’ ”’

The major sport at the Tubby Walton Home-Cooked U. was 
baseball. A steady stream of gentlemen major-league bound passed 
through his second-hand uniforms. Here again Tubby found the 
Feceral Pen team a ready opponent, 

“They were pitching this big, slow fellow one day out there, 
and he was taking his time between deliveries;’’ Tubby said. ‘‘After 
a few innings some guy with one of those high-pitched bird voices 
hollered out of the stands, ‘Take your time, friend of mine, you 
got 10 years to throw it'’” 

In the shooting industry, Garlington is as big a freak as 
a cross-handed golfer. He is a left-eyed, right-shouldered 
shooter. Not intentionally, but because of bad vision in his 
right eye.

A short time after I came to Georgia I had a letter from 
Ed Kilby in Canton, who said: “I pick Ed Garlington as the 
best shooter at anything (ieorgia ever had.’”’

predict full growth during any 
age of childhood. One by Nancy 
Bayley, for example, states that 
the average 2-year-old girl has 
reached 52 per cent of her adult 
height and boys have reached 
only 48.5 per cent. 

Thus, when Mary is 31% inches 
tall at her second birthday, a 
prediction of 60 inches was made 
by dividing 31% by 52 and mul- 
tiplying by 100. If Tommy is 34 
inches at 2 years we divide 34
